I'assed Assistant Surgeon Gumming reports, June 21 : 
Additional cases of both human and rat plague have been found in 
this city since my report of June 13, 1907, making in all 7 cases and 
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July 19, 1907 



7 deaths, but there have doubtless been other cases not known to the 
sanitary authorities, as most of these reported cases were diagnosed 
as bad cohl or grippe or congestion of the brain. From the fact of 
tlie primary symptoms appearing in the tonsils, lungs, etc., the cases 
would appear to have originated from inhalation or food infection. 
Counting all of the Tobe district cases as from one focus, the rice 
mei'chant who was the first case, there are 2 other human foci — 1 
alreadj' reported in the street near the go-downs and water front and 
1 case of supposed pneumonia from a confectioneiT store in an 
entirely different district, removed to a private native hospital. In 
addition to these cases infected rats are being found in various 
localities.
